According to long-distance tele¬ 
phone messages late this after¬ 
noon, nine British battleships 
have been sunk by German 
boats, probably including a fleet 
of submarines, on the high seas. 

The battle waged, according to 
dispatches, all of last night. Re¬ 
ports confirmed in Berlin this 
morning were that five battle¬ 
ships—including Ihe Warsprite. 
one of the largest of Ihe British 
high sea fleet—the battle cruisers 
Queen Mary and Indefatigable 
and two armored cruisers 
were destroyed. 

At noon the number was in¬ 
creased to nine. Should this re¬ 
port that nine British ships were 
sunk be correct, it will go into 
history as the greatest coup in 
the history of sea warfare. 

The greatest success ever ac¬
